Long stationary houses, or the in­ 
tensive system, saves steps, but it is 
easier to keep the birds healthy and 
to reproduce the stock under the col­ 
ony system' where the birds are al­ 
lowed free range. 
Breeding stock, especially growing 
chickens, should have an abundance of 
range, while hens used solely for the 
production of market eggs may be kept 
on a very small area with good re­ 
sults. 
The colony house system necessi­ 
tates 
placing 
the 
houses, 
holding 
about IOO hens, from 200 to 250 feet 
apart, so that the stock will not kill 
the grass. 
The colony system may be adapted 
to severe winter conditions by drawing 
the colony houses together in a con­ 
venient place at the beginning of win­ 
ter, thus reducing the labor during 
these months.

When an animal is forced to live on 
less than the normal water supply, it 
is sure to be very uncomfortable. 
To 
do well and put on flesh, they should 
have a running stream of water where 
they can reach it. 
Many sheep raisers have a tendency 
to let the sheep take care of them­ 
selves, alter shearing time has passed, 
and there arc so many other farm 
duties demanding attention. 
Where 
thoro are young lambs, they should be 
well cared for in order to make the 
best growth possible before market­ 
ing in the fall. 
They are hard to eel 
in shape to sell when they have been 
forced to look out for themselves. 
If one happens to have a running 
stream cf water in the sheep pasture. 
he may consider himself fortunate A 
pond is next best, and often one is 
obliged to put up a few rods of fenc­ 
ing to inclose a pond, spring, or part 
of a creek.
